In the Anarchist 
Cases. 


The United States Supreme Court Ren- 
ders Its Decision This 


Morning. 


All the Points Made by Counsel for the 
Doomed ‘‘Reds’’ Caréfully Analyzed and 
Denied—ILinois Jury Law Declared Valid 
The Trial of the Prisomers a Fair One— 
The Seven Anarchists Will Be Executed 


on November lil. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 2.—The de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
upon the petition fora writ of error in the 
case of the Chicago Anarchists was announced 
this afternoon by Chief-dJustice Waite, in a 
long and carefully prepared opinion, 
which oecupied thirty-five minutes 
in the reading. The Court holds, in 
brief, first, that the first ten amend- 
ments to the Constitution are limitation upon 
Federal and not upon State action; second, 
that the jury law of Lllinois is upon the face 
valid ard constitutional and that it 
Similar in its provisions to the statute 
of Utah, which was sustained in this court 
in the case of Hopt vs. The Territory of 
Utah; third, that it does not appear in the 
record that upon the evidence the trial court 
should have declared the juror Sanford in- 
competent; fourth, that the objection tothe 
admission of the Johann Most letter and the 
cross-examination of Spies, which counsel for 
the prisoners muintained virtually compelled 
them to testify against themselves, were not 
objected toin the trial court, and that there- 
fore no foundation was laid for the exercise of 
this court’s jurisdiction, and fifth, thatthe 
questions raised by Gen. Butierinthe case of 
Spies and Fielden upon the basis of their 
foreign nationality were neither raised nor 
decided inthe State courts and therefore can 
not be considered here,’ The writ of error 
prayed for must conseq@ently be denied. 
‘Lhere was no dissenting opinion.

Chief Justice Waite Delivers the Opinion 
Denying the Writ. 


The Chief Justice began reading the oprnion 
inthe Anarchist cases at five minutes past 
12, and finished it with the announcement of 
the denial of the writ at12:40. The following 


is the text of the opinion: 

Supreme Court of the United States, 
‘lerm, 1887, ex parte.—In the 
gust Spies, Michael Schwab, Oscar Neebe, 
Samuel Fielden, Albert R. Parsons, George 
Engel, Adolph Fischer and Louis Lingg, 
petitioners.—Application for the allowance 
ofa writ of error tothe Supreme Court of the 
State of Illincis.—Mr. Chief Justice Waite 
delivered the opinion of tne court. 

When, as in this case, application is madeto 
us on the suegestion of one of our number to 
whom asimilar application had been previ- 
ously addressed for the allowance of a writ of 
error, tothe highest court of State under sec- 
tion 709 of the Revised Statutes, itis our duty 
to ascertain not only whether any question 
reviewabie here was made and decided in the 
proper court below, but whether it isofa 
character to justify usin-bringing the judg- 
ment here for re-examination. 

THE FEDERAL QUESTION DECISION RIGHT. 

In our opinionthe writ ought not to be al- 
lowed by the court, if it appears from the face 
of the record that the decision of the Federal 
question which is complained of was so 
plainly right as not to require argument 
und especially if it Is in accordance with 
our own well-considered judgments in 
similar cases. That is in effect what 
was done in Twitchell vs. the Commonwealth, 
7 Wall, 323, when the writ was refused because 
the questions presented by the record were 
‘‘no longer subjects of discussion, although 
if tbey had been in the opinion of the court 
open,’’ it would have been allowed. When, 
under section 5 of our rule 6,a motion to 
affirm is united with a motion to dismiss 
for want of jurisdiction,the practice has been 
to grant the motionto affirm when the ques- 
tionon which our jurisdiction depends was 
so manifestly decided right that the case 
ought not to be beld for further argument. 
Arrowsmith vs. Harmoning, 118 United 
States, 194, 195; Church vs. heisy, 121 United 
States 282. The propriety of adopting a similar 
rule upon motions in open court for the allow- 
ance ofa writ is apparent, for certainly we 
would not be justified as acourt in sending out 
a writ to bring up for review a judgment of the 
highest court of a State,when it is apparent on 
the face of the record that it wouid be our 
duty to granta motion to affirm as soon as it 
was made in proper torm, 

In the present case we have had the benefit 
of argument in support of the application, 
and while counsel bave not deemed it their 
duty to go fuliy into the merits of the ques- 
tions involved, they have shown us distinctly 
what the decisions were of which they com- 
plain and howthe questions arose. In this 
way we are able to determine as acourt in 
session whether the errors alleged are such as 
to justify us in bringing the case here for re- 
view. 

We proceed then to consider what the ques- 
tions are in which, if it exists at all, our juris- 
diction depends. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL POINTS, 

The particular provisions of the Constitution 
of the United States on which counsel rely 
are found in wrticies 141A \ Be and so . - of the 
amendments as follows: 

Article 4. The rightof the people to be se. 
cure in their persons, houses, papers and 
effects against unreasonable searches and 
seizuresshall not be violated. 

Article 5. No person . ° ° shall be 
compelled in any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself, nor be Geprived of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process of law. 

Article 6. In all criminal prosecutions the 
accused shail enjoy the right to a speedy and 
publite trial by an impartial jury of the State 
and dietrict wherein the crite shall have been 
committed, which district shail bave been 
previously ascertained by law. 

Article [4, section 1. No State shall make or 
enforce any law which shall abridge the privi- 
leges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States, nor shall any State deprive any person 
of life, Iberty or property without due pro- 
cess of law.

DECTSIONS QUOTED. 

That the first ten articles of the amendment 
were pot intended to limitthe powers of the 
State government in respect to their own citi- 
zens, butto operate on the national govern. 
ment alone. was decided more than 
balf a century ago, and that decision 
has been steadiiy adhered to since. Barron 
ve.

WHAT THE COUNSEL CONTEND. 

It was contended, however, in argument 
that, though originally the first ten amend 
meNts were adopted as limitations on Federal 
power, yet in so 
recognize fundamental rights and common 
law rights of the man, they make them 
privilizes and immunities of the man as a citi- 
zen of the United States, and cannot now be 
ubridged by a State under the fourteenth 
amendment. In other words, while the ten 
amendments as limitations on power 
only apply’ to the Federal Govern- 
ment and not to the States, yet in so 
far as they declare or recognize rights of per- 
sons, these rights are theirs as citizens of the 
United States, and the fourteenth amend- 
ment as to such rights, limits State power 
as the ten amendments had limited Federal 
power.’ It is also contended that the pro- 
vision of the fourteenth amendment, which 
declares that no State shall deprive 
person of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law,’’ 
charged with crime in a state shall be en- 
titled to a trial by an 
and shall not be compelled to testify against 
himself. The objections are, in brief, (1) that 
a statute of the State, as construed by 
the Court, deprived the petitioners of a 
trial by an impurtial jury, and (2) that Spies 
was compelled to give evidence against 
himself. Before considering whether 
the Constitution of the United 
States has the effect which 
is Claimed, itis proper to inquire whether the 
Federal questions relied on isin fact of this 
record, Une Statute to which objection is 
made, was approved March 12, 1874, and 
has been in force since July 1, of that year. 
The complaint is that thetrial, acting under 
this statute and in accordance with its 
requirements, compelled the etitioners, 
against their will, to submit toa trial by a jury 
that was not impartial, and thus deprived 
them of one of the fundamental rights 
which they had as citizens of the 
United States under the National Constitu- 
tion, and if the sentence ofthe Court is car- 
ried into execution they will be deprived of 
their lives without due process of law.’ 

CORRECT RULINGS. 

In Hopt vs. Utah, 120 U.8., 439, it was de- 
cided by this court that ‘‘when a challenge by 
a detendant in a criminal action to a 
juror for bias, actual implied, 
is disallowed and the juror is 
thereupon peremptorily challenged by the de- 
fendant and excused, and an impartial and 
competent juroris obtained in his place, no 
injury is done the defendant if, until the jury 
Is completed, he has other per- 
emptory challenges which he can 
use;’’ and soin Hayes vs. Missouri, 120U. 8. 
71, it was said: ‘Theright to challenge isthe 
right to reject not to select a juror. If from 
these wh: remain an impartial jury is 
obtained, the constitutional right of the 
accused is maintained.’ 

Of the correctness of these rulings, we enter- 
tain no doubt. 


or 


THE JURY. 

We are therefore contined in this case to the 
rulings on the chullenges to the jurors who act- 
ually sat at the trial. Of these there 
were but two, Theo. Denker, the third 
juror, who was sworn, and H. T. Sanford, 
the last who was called and sworn after all 
the peremptory challenges of the defendants 
had been exhausted. At the trial the Court 
construed the statute to mean that ‘although 
a juror called as ajuryman may have formed 
an opinion based upon rumor or newspaper 
statements, but has expressed no opinion as 
to the truth of the newspaper statement, he 
is still qualified as a juror if be states that he 
can fairly and impartially render a verdict 
thereon in accordance with the law 
and the evidence, and the court shall be satis- 
fled of the truth of such statement. Itis nota 
test qestion whether a juror will have the 
opinion which he has formed from 
newspapers changed by the evidence, but 
whether his verdict will be based only upon 
the account which may bere be given by wit- 
nesses under oath. 

Interpreted in this way the statute ig now 
materially different from that of. the_.terri- 
tory of Utah, which we had under consider- 
ation in-Hoptvs. Utah, Supra, and to which we 
then gave etfect. As that was a territorial 
statute passed by a Territorial Legislature for 
the Government of a Territory over which the 
United States has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion, itcame directly within the operation of 
Article VI. of the amendment, which guaran- 
teed to Hopt a trial by an impartial jury 
(Webster Reed, 11 Howard, 437, 
459). at that time sug- 
ested of the constitutional- 
ity of the statute andit was regarded both in 
the Territoral Courts and here as furnishing 
the proper rule to be observed by a Territorial 
Court in empannelling an impartial jury ina 
criminal Case. 

SIMILAR STATUTES. 

A similar statute was enacted in New York, 
May 3, 1872, Acts of 1872, C. 475, 9, New York 
Stute-at-large, second edition, 3873; in 
Michigan, April 18, 1873, Acts of 
1873, 162, Act 117 Howell; and also in 
Nebraska Comp. Stat Neb., 1885, p. 383, 
Criminal Code of 408. The constitutional- 
itv of the Statute of New York 
was sustained by the Court of Appeals of that 
State in Stokes vs. The Peopie, 5g, New York, 
164 to 172, decided June 0, 1873, and it has 
been acted upon withuout objection 
ever since. So faraa we have been able to 
discover no doubts have ever been enter- 
tained in Michigan or Nebraska of the con- 
stitutionality of the statutes of those States 
respectively, but they have always been 
treated by their Supreme Courts as valid, both 
under the Constitution of the United 
States and under that of the State. 
Stevens va. the People, 38 Michigan, 739 to 745; 
Uirich va. the People, 39 Michigan, 245; Mur- 
phy vs. the State, 15 Nebraska, 353. 

THE ILLINOIS SraTUTE. 

Indeed the rule of the atatute of Mlinois, as 
it was construed by the trial court, Is not ma- 
terially different from that which has 
been adopted by the courts @@ many of the 
States without legislative actions. Com- 
monwealth vs. Webster, 5 Cushing, 
295; Holt ws. The People, 18 Michigan, 
2u4; State vs. Fox, 1 Dutcher, 566; 
Oslander’ Vs. The Commonwealth, 3 
Leigh, 780; State vs. Ellington, 7 Wedell, 61; 
Smith vs. Eames, 3 Soam,* 8&1. See also an 
elaborate note to this last case in 36 A. M. 
December, 521, where a very large number of 
authorities on this subject are cited. 

NO OBJECTION oe THE STATUTE. 

Without pursuing this subject further, it is 
sufficient to say that we agree entirely with 
the Supreme Courtof Illinols in the opinion 
that the statute, on its face, as 
construed by the trial court, is not repugnant 
to section 8 of article 11 of the constitu- 
tion of that State, which guarantees to the 
accused party in every criminal prosecution 
a speedy trial by an impartial jury of the 
country or district in which the offense is al- 
leged to have been committed.’ As 
this is substantially the provisions 
Constitution of the L nited States on which the 
petitioners now rely, it follows that even if 
their position as to the operation and effect of 
that Conatitution Is correct, the statute is not 
open to the objection which is made againat it. 

RIGHTS OF DEFENDANTS NOT IMPAIRED. 

We proceed then to a consideration of the 
grounds of challengeto the jurors, Denker 
and Sanford, to see if in the actual adminis- 
tration of the rule of the statute by the Court, 
the rights of the defendants under the Consti- 
tution of the United States were in any way 
impaired.’’ 

‘Lhe Court then gives extracts from the ex- 
amination of Denker by the 
fnse, and says that he ‘was challenged for 
cause’ by the defendants, but before any de- 
cision was made thereon he was questioned by 
the Court and the Court’s examination is ap- 
pended.’’

UNREASONABLE SEARCH AND SEIZURE. 

Something has been said in argument about 
alleged unreasonable search and seizure of 
the papers and property of some of the 
defeddants and their use in evidence on 
the trial of the case. Special reference tis 
made in toils connection to the letter of Most 
about which Spies was cross-examined, but we 
have not been referred to apy part of the 
record in which it appears that objection was 
made to the use ofthe evidence on that ac- 
count, and upon this point the Supreme Court 
of the State in that part of its opinion 
which has been printed with this motion re- 
marks as follows: The objection that the let- 
ter was obtained from the defendant 
by an unlawful seizure is made for 
the first time in this court. It Was 
made on the trial in the comt below. 
Such an objection as this, which is not sug- 
gested by the nature ofthe offered evidence, 
but depends upon the proof of an outside fact 
should have made on the trial, the de- 
fence should have proved thatthe Most letter 
wus one of the letters illegally seized by the 
police, and should then have moved to exclude 
or oppose its admission on the ground that it 
was obtained by such illegal seizure. This 
was not done, and, therefore, we cannot con- 
sider the constitutional questions supposed to 
be involved. 

Even though the Court was wrong in saying 
that it did not eppeer that the Most letter 
was one of the papers illegally seized, 
it still remains uncontradicted that no 
objection was madeto the trial court to its 
admission on that account. To give us juris- 
diction under section 709 of the Revised 
Statutes because of the denial by a State 
court of any title, right, privilege or immu- 
nity claimed under the Constitution or any 
treaty or statute of the United States, 
it must ppear that soch title, 
right, setviions oF immunity was specially set 
up or claimed at the proper time and in the 
proper way. To be reviewable, the decision 
must be against the right so set up or claimed. 

A QUESTION OF CLAIM. 

The Supreme Court of the State was review- 
ing the decision of the trial court; to make the 
question reviewable here it must appear that 
the claim was made in that court because 
the Supreme Court was only authorized to re- 
view the judgment of that court for errors cour- 
mitted there, and wecan donomore. This is 
not, as seemsto be supposed by one of the 
counsel for the petitioners, a question of the 
waiver of a right under the Constitution, 
laws or treaties of the United States, but 
a question of claim. If not set up os 
claimed in the proper court belowthe judg- 
ment of the State court in the actionis con- 
clusive so far as the right of review is here 
concerned. The question whether the letter 
ifobtained as claimed would have been com- 
petent evidence is not before us, and there- 
fore no foundation is laid under this objection 
for the exercise of our jurisdiction. 

THE WRIT DENIED. 

‘*As to the suggestion by counsel for the pett- 
tioners, Spies and “Fielden, that Spies 
having beecea born in Germany, and 
Fielden in Great Britain, they have 
been denied by the decision of 
the court below the rights guaranteed to them 
by treaties between the United States and their 
respective countries, it is sufficient to 
say that no such decisions were made 
and decided in either of the courts below and 
they cannot be raised in this court for the firat 
time. We have not been referred to 
any treaty, neither are we aware of 
any under which such a question could be 
raised. Being of opinion, therefore, that 
the Federal questions presented by the 
counsel for the petitioners, and which they 
say they desire to argue, are not infact in- 
volved in the determination of the case as it 
appears on the face of the record, we deny the

Maxwell was called on In jail. He had already 
heard of the United States Supreme Court's 
action, but did not appear to be in the least 
disturbed by it. 

‘*I do notthink thetwo cases are similar,’’ 
said he, ‘‘anddo not think the court’s action 
has any bearing on my case. There are points 
in my case which were not raised 
in the Anarchist cases.

Lucy Hooper's Visit to Her Home and Inter- 
view with the Artiste, 
Epecial Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 
PARIS, October 21.—It is some time now since 
the news of Jenny Lind’s iliness went abroad 
through the worid. Though she is still living, 
and may linger ina semi-paralyzed condition 
for some time io come, her existence is vir- 
tually ended. Itcame toa close, so far as her 
artistic career was concerned, long years ago. 
Itis full thirty years now since Jenny Lind 
last sang in public, except, perhaps, an occa 


tional and sporadic appearance for 
the benefit of some charity. Always in- 
terested in the cause of music, the leader of 
the Bach Society in London, she kept up to the 
Jast ber connection with the world of art. But 
her curcer as a singer ceased with the first de- 
terioration of her incomparable voice, & 
change brought about by that event often 80 
fatal to the voices of prime donne who are 
gifted with high sopranos, namely, the birth 
of-her first child. ‘This was the case, for in- 
stance, With the mother of Adelina Patti, her- 
seif a vocalist of some ri aie in her dav. 
But Jenny Lind was wiser than are the 
famous singers of the world in general. 
She retired into private life before any carp- 
ing critic or exulting rival could note the 
alteration in the purity and perfection of her 
song. Apart from the 
$500,000 THAT SHE MADE 

fin her American tour, and which represented 
afurlarger vVaiue in those days than it does 
now (she devoted every dollar of that amount 
to founding free schoois in Sweden), she had 
acquired a handsome fortune. She was well 
aod happily married, her husband, M,. Otto 
Goldsclimidt, being as warmly attached to his 

ifted wile as she wasto him. Their home at 

0. 1 Moreton Gordens, inthe district known 
as The Boltonsin South Kensington, was an 
elegant and spacious mansion, adorned with 
works of art and Dbric-a-brac, and literally 
embowered in treesand flowers. A portrait of 
the mistress of the house in her palmy duys, 
in her favorite attitude when in repose, with 
her clasped bands resting upon ber knee, and 
with her head turned towurds the spectator 
with the .bright alertness of expression 
that we whoremember her in her prime re- 
call so weil, hung uponthe wall. A bust of 
the great singé¢r was placed between the 
windows, and Tthought thatit did her more 
justice tban did her portrait. There was al- 
Ways something about the half-celestial ex- 
pression of her countenance that could better 
be reproduced in marble than by paint and 
canvas. 

ONLY SIXTY-FIVE. 

Jenny Lind is not a very old woman. I doubt 
if she is yet 65. When I last saw her, a 
few years ago, she was a fresh, healthy- 
looking elderly tady. The profuse fair hair 
that used to be one of her chief beauties was 
turned under in exactly the same loose roils 
that set al! the giris inthe United states ,thirty- 
six years ago, to twisting their hair a la Jenny 
Tad. It was abundantly streaked with silver 
and was shadowed by a genuine British mob- 
cap, perhaps the ugiiest and least becoming 
head-gear ever assumed by a Iady in the 
sanctity of herown home. But the beautiful 
blue eyes retained their luster and their soft 
aztre and their kindly expressions We 
had a long and, to me, a most interesting con- 
versation, respecting her reminiscences of the 
Unitea States. And when lrose to go, moved 
by the rush of reminiscences that the inter- 
view had called forth, 1 took the hand of the 
greatest singer of our generation and raised it 
respectfully to my lips. ‘*Notso, butso,’’ 
said Jenny Lind, and she folded mein her 
arms and kissed me.

And so entranced were 
these listeners standing outside in the night 
and the rain thatsome one of their number 
having commenced to make a noise a univer- 
sal shout arose of ‘‘Turn him out!’’ ‘‘Where 
are we to turn him to, since we are all out our- 
pelves?’’ cried one of the bystanders.

IN PARIS. 

Jenny Lind never sang in public in Paris-but 
once. Her master, Garcia, when she con- 
cluded her studies, obtained for hera hear- 
ing at the Grand Opera. But it was pre- 
ordained = and preconcerted that she 
was to be refused. The ruling spirit of 
that establishment in those days was the 

reat dramatic prima donna, Rosina Stoltz, 
or whom Donizetti wrote ‘‘L& Favorite,’’ and 
who was so jealous of the presence of any rival 
near her throne that she would not suffer the 

reat composers of the day to write any opera 
or Paris that contained mure than one female 
character. She was then that all-important 
factor in most dramatic enterprises, the mis- 
tress of the manager, und while the pale, 
young Swede wus Singing 
ature La Stoltz sat in 
the directors’ box, sneering and mocking’ at 
the voice that was 80 soon todrive the world 
wild with enthusiasm, Jenny Lind ended her 
song and was politely but sae Semmes | told 
thatshe would notdo. The memory of that 
ecene was never effaced by all the splendors 
of her later triumphs. She never would listen 
to the future flattering offers of the Varisian 
managers. 
A CHARITABLE CAPRICE. 

Once, indeed, by a charminy and charitable 
caprice, she gave to the French public the op- 
pera lage hearing her enchanting voice. She 

as passing through Paris-oa her way to fulfill 
an engagement in London, being then in the 
venith of herfame. She went one evening to 
take a walk with her master, Garoia, on the 
Champs Elvsees, and passing by one of the

and rousing them to frenzies of enthusiasws 
and then dropping her purse into her young 
eountryman’s band, she disappeared as sud. 

And probably not one 
of the ee presenton that occasion rec- 
ognized in the wonderful veiled singer the 
world-renowned youn? Lind, 

Her life wae one of singular beauty and no- 
bility of purpose. She was less a good woman 
than asaint.

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The Dead Singer’s Career. 


Jenny Lind was the daughter of a poor 
teacher of languages im Stockholm, at which 
place she was born on October 21, 1821. As 
she learned to talk she learned to 
Sing, and even before her baby 
chatter could be understood signs 
of a musical voice were apparent. At the 
early age of 3 years she had developed a 
most marvelous musical talent and could sing 
from memory any alr she hesrd. From the 
age of 3 until 9 her voice and talents were 
quietly but steadily cultivated. When she 
wus 9 years old she was, by advice 
of Mme. Lundberg, a celebrated actress of 
the time, taken under instruction by Croecius 
and Berg, both famous music teachers with 
whor she made such rapid progress that she 
was taken by Count Pucke, the man- 
ager of the Court Theater, and placed 
as a pupil in the Musical Acadeiny. 
she filled children’s parts in the 
Court Theater and concerts until at the age 
of 12 years the upper notes of her reyister 
fulled entirely and she retire® from singing 
in public and studied music threatically for 
the next four years. 

Hier first appearance 
of her voice was made at a 
concert where the fourth act of Moyer- 
beer’s ‘‘Robert le Diable’’ was to be presented 
and no one could be found to take the huinble 
part of Alice. Finally, as a last re- 
source, the manager of the Academy ap- 
plied to Jenny Lind, who volunteered 
to fill the part. Her performance 
was asurprise to everybouy. Her voice haa 
recovered allits purity and strength and bad 
been greatly !tmproved by her four years of 
untiring study. From that. day her success 
was assured, Her next appearance was in the 
part of Awathain ‘‘Freishutz,’’ and fora year 
anda half after she was the starof the Stock- 
holm opera.

FOUND GUILTY. 


END OF THE SFNSATIONAL MURDER TRIAL 
OF “BLINKY” MORGAN, 


The Notorious Crook Held Responsible for 
the Killing of Detective Hulligan—A 
Verdict of Guilty Returned by the Jury 
This Morning—The Story of the Crime— 
History of the Celebrted Case—Excite- 
ment at Ravenna. 


CLEVELAND, November 2.—The jury in the 
case of ‘‘Blinky’’ Morgan, on trial at Ravenna, 
O., forthe murder of Detective Hulligan, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of murder in the 
first degree. 

The trial of ‘‘Blinky’’ Morgan and his pals 
has kept the town of Ravenna in a high statejof 
excitement for the last few weeks. Even before 


the trial commenced the excitement 
was ata high pitch, and extra police and court 
officials were put on to control the large 
crowds and prevent the rescue of the pris- 
oner by any of his numerous friends. 
THE STORY OF MORGAN'S CRIME 
goes back to the latter part of January, when 
a fur robbery was committed in 
Cleveland, Harry McMunn, 
a man who was just beginning 
the career ofa burglar. On the 8d of Febru- 
Detectives Hoehne and Hulligan from 
Cleveland left Pittsburg with the prisoner on 
At Alliance, O., five 
train and took seats 
in the same car with the detectives 
and their prisoner. When the station at 
Ravenna, O.,waseached a littie after2 o’clock 
in the morning, the five men stood up in their 
seats and covered the two detectives with their 
revolvers. The two officers jumped up and 
tried to reach their pistols, but they 
could not get them quick enough, and the five 
men emptied a vulley at the two officers. 
Hulligan fought until he had received several 
bullets in his body, when he fell unconscious. 
HOEHNE WAS SHOT TWICE, 

and as he feli backward into the aisle he was 
jumpea upon by the five men who kicked 
and pounded bim, and then went off leav- 
ing him for dead. What few passengers 
there were iu the car hid under 
vche seats, and before assistance could 
arrive from other parts of the _ train 
the prisoner and his five liberators bad disap- 

eared inthe darkness. Hulligan died from 

is wounds shortly after, but Hoehne 
lived to act as a most effective witness against 
the murderer of his brother officer. 

Detectives were immediately put upon the 
case, and for weeks the search seemed 
hopeless, but finally Morgan, Harrington 
and Coughlin were captured up in 
Michigan. On the Sthof Juiy McMunn, whose 
real name was Kennedy, was captured at 
North Lansing, Mich. This made a total of 
four of the guilty menin the hands of the 
law. 

On the evening of July 5, the prisoners at 
Cleveland were removed to Ravenna,

to awaittrial. On October ll the trial was 
commenced, lt required several days 
to obtain 4 suitable jury, but 
after discharging 114 men a jury was found 
which suited the attorneys on both sides. 
From the first duy of thetrial up to to-day 
the interest inthe case on the part of the 
public never flagged. Witness after witness 
was brought up by the State, but Morgan never 
gave up hope and always appeared smiling in 
court. 

Efforts were made by his friends to prove an 
alabi, but it was a failure. Other schemes 
were tried but failed, and the crime of killing 
Detective Hulligan was fixed upon Morgan 
so certainly that the jury could fnd no other 
verdict except that of guilty.

At 9 o'clock this morning the Sheriff 
took possession of the store and 
the stock and closed the place up. 
The movement of the two gentlemen above 
ynentioned in so summarily attaching the 
atock of the firm, caused considerable sensa- 
tion onthe street, as the house was always 
considered <A No. 1, and its pa- 
per was good. The explanation of 
the affairis really located in New York, in 
which city the firm had another housé, or 
rather a branch house in charge of a brother of 
Mr. Rosenthal, as representative of the 
firm there. The house is the second 
largest in the line in the city 
and has always carried a very heavy stock of 
goods. The story of the failure, or rather of 
the siezure, for the house was not 
given a chance to fail regularly is about as fol- 
lows: During the stringency in the money 
rnarket recently, when hard cash was some- 
what scarce, the house put out on the stree 
some thousands of dollars of its paper, in- 
dorsed mainly by itself and,in one ortwo 
other cases, by other responsible parties.

HISTORY OF THE FIRM. 

The firm of I, B. Rosenthal & Co. was formed 
in St. Louis in 1880. I. B. Rosentnal had falied 
in 1879 through indorsing the paper of friends 
who failed. The new firm consisted of I. B. & 
Moses B. Rosenthal. L. E. Green was admit- 
ted July 1, 1881, paying in $25,000. The 
stock and outstandings of the § firm 
amounted before this addition to $25,000. 
The firm dissolved July 2, 1883, Green retiring. 
Sigmund Rosenthal, a brother-in-law of I. B. 
Rosenthal, and 8. R. Lipses joined the part- 
nership, the former putting in $8,000, and 
the latter $7,000. Sigmund had formerly 
been with Ackerman brothers, of 
Sacramento, Cal., for whom he had traveled 
ten years. Lipses was a traveler for I. B. 
Rosenthal & Co., from its beginning. The 
firm extended its business, and in 1884 its 
total assets amounted to $158 ,226.90, 
and the liabilities $74,944.30. In the following 
year the firm became interested in M. Acker- 
man &Co. of Lincoln, Neb., and in Black & 
Co. of Chicago, but the latter connection was 
diseolved in September of that year. I. B. 
Rosenthal became a director of the Fifth 
National Bank in 1885. The business was 
not as prosperous as expected in 1886, and the 
firm toward the end of the year had some 
difficulty in making payments, as their assets 
could not be readily turned into money. 
The articles of partnership bind- 
ing the members of the firm together 
expiredin July, 1886, and were renewed. The 
total assests including fixtures, stock and out- 
standings were then stated to be $201,216.47 
and the liabilities $88,901.28. Notwithstanding 
the temporary difficulties referred 
to the firm opened a branch house 
January, 1887, at 332 Broadway, 
New York and M. B..Rosential went thereto 
live and have charge of the house. Another 
branch wasopened in Kansas City in August 
under the charge of 8S. R. Lipses. He 
kept there a line of samples and 
some few oods, amounting to about 
$5,000 alltold. Theextent of the New York 
house is not known, butit is regarded as a 
tail rather than as a head. ‘The principal 
member of the firm has been from the first 
Isaac B. Rosenthal, who lives in St. Louis.

ANOTHER CLUE. 


YESTERDAY'S EXPLOSION DID NOT TAKE 
PLACE IN NEWMAN’S HOUSE. 


Evidence That the Fearful Catastrophe Was 
Due toan Explosion in the Cellar of the 
Adjoining House, No. 9 South Fourteenth 
Street—Interesting Disclosures of the 
Search in the Ruins—Crowds at the Scene 
of the Wreck—Newman’s Property Ke- 
covered—The Horror Increases. 


A new feature of the explosion yesterday 
morning has developed to-day. The explosion 
did not take place in the Newman building, 
No. 7South Fourteenth street. It occurred in 
the building adjoining, No. 9 South Fourteenth 
street, occupied up-stairs by Mr. and Mrs. De- 
vere and Mrs. Beasley. These facts were de- 
veloped in the excavation ofthe ruins of the 
Newman housethis morning. The explosive 
force whatever it was, was applied to 
the foundation wall between the Newman 
building, and the building next south of it, not 
from the Newman side of the wall but from the 
other side—the basement ofthe building, No. 
9. The discoveries made in excavating 
confirm the statement of Chas. Eiffert 
that there were two explosions 
and they disclose the new fact that the ex- 
plosions were not in the Newman building, 
but in the building adjoining. They 
do not throw any light on the 
cause of the explosion or the agent 
which accomplished the ruin and destruction. 
The cause of the explosion still remainsa mys- 
tery, but not a hopeless mystery. The police 
will give the matter careful attention. They 


will work on

that the explosion was the work of some per- 
son who did not reside in any oneof the 
nouses injured, and who was not present at 
the time the explosion occurred. It may 
be that further delving in the 
ruins will disclose some startling facts. 
Notime has been set for the inquest and it 
will not be held until the ruins of the wrecked 
buildings have been thoroughly examined and 
everything that remains beneath the mass of 
lath and plastering, brick and timber has been 
thoroughly examined. 

The new fact disclosed in uncovering the 
Newman céllar is that the heavy masonry 
which divided the Newman cellar from the 
cellar of the house adjoining waa blown not 


south, as might have been expected had the |

occurred in the 
north, into the 
of the Newman building. There are 
two breaks in this foundation wall. 
The first is about ten feet from the sidewalk 
line and the other is about five feet from the 
rear of the building. The heavy stones for a 
distance of more than six feet have 
been dislodged and thrown into the 
Newman basement, forming a V-shaped 
break. The foundation was unusually heavy 
as it was the intention of Mr. Renshaw, the 
owner of the building, to add another story to 
it at some future time. All the 
foundation of the buildings which 
formerly stood on the site was 
replaced bya heavy new foundation. This 
thick wall has been broken and thrown out of 
position by the strength of some fearful power. 
‘That there were tw agents at work is proven 
conclusively by the fact that there are two 
breaks in the wall at a considerable distance 
frormn each other, and the portions of the ma- 
sonry intervening are intact. In the opinion 
of experts the falling of the building could 
not have so displaced the wall. 
A GREATER HORROR. 

Another fact, just disclosed, which adds to 
the horror of the occurrence, is the fact that 
Mr. and Mrs. Newman, as well as their two 
boys, were probably burned to death. A man 
who was onthe scene before tbe firemen or 
the police’ arrived talked with Mrs. 
Newman and she told him that she was not 
injured, but she was slowly burning to dsath. 
The two boys were kKkuewn to have been 
burned to death. Their wounds would not 
have killed them.

Crowds Around the Ruins—Newman’s Money 
and Papers Found. 


That the entire interest of this community at 
present centers in the mysterious explosion 
on South Fourteenth street is demonstrated by 
the great crowds that gather there all day. 
Since the time of the explosion every day- 
light hour has seen a thousand gath- 
ered along Fourteenth street and in 
the surrounding alley-ways and windows. 


There is little for them to see except the mass 
ofsplintered timber, brick and mortar, al- 
though the morbidly curious still hope that in 
the investigation of the ruins some 
unknown will be found crushed and 
inangled. The storythat an unknown had 
been taken out of the ruins gained wide cir- 
culation yesterday and was generally believed. 
Those who did not _ faith in it or 
who bad heard t denied on good 
authority still hoped that the search inthe 
ruins would bring forth some startling reve- 
lation ofthe kind. This restless crowd moved 
between the sceneof the wreck andthe City 
Morgue, trying to find something horrible to 
satify their unnatural craving, but succeeding 
nowhere. 

Building Commissioner Kledus examined 
the wrecked buildings yesterday morning and 
notified the owners and occupants of several 
of them that they were unsafe. The butcher- 
shop on the north,which had a big hole blown 
in its side, looked shaky and the occu- 
pants were notified to keep out. The 
ownerof the butcher-shop and of the first 
building on Market street just weat of it 
was notified that the walls would have to 
come down as they were unsafe. The front 
wall of the second wrecked building, No. 9%, 
was bulging suspiciously toward the 
atreet but such was the force of 
popular curiosity it took the 
earnest efforts of one able-bodied policeman 
to keepthe crowd from standing under it. 
Mr. Kledus finally concluded for safety'’s sake 
the wall had better come down; 80 guy ropes 
were rigged and the threatening upper half of 
the wall was brought down in a cloud of 
mortar dust. 

The Coroner took charge of the ruins yester- 
day afternoon, aud workmen began to clear

As tne search in the ruins went deé@per and 
deeper the stock of the grocery store was 

ulled out and distributed over the gurround- 

ng territory. Broken barrels of cabbages 
were hauled out; smashed cans of tomatoes 
and fruit, scorched soap, bits of scales, scoop- 
shovels, and hundreds of other articles and im- 
plements. A barrel of washing soda was broken 
open, and before its identity was discovered it 
was thought to be some explosive ingredient. 
It was allowed to mingle with the H2Oor 
water, known in some newspaper offices 
where water is a stranger by the cheml- 
cal formula ‘‘A O.’’ Sugar was looked 
upon with suspicion and salt aroused grave 
distrust; but on examination it was found 
that no explosives lingered in the basement 
and there was no evidence that there had been 
anvinthestore. There was evidently to be 
very little salvage on the Newman stock, 
Even the barrels of vinegar had holes burned 
in their ends so thatthe contents when they 
were moved trickled out and mingled with the 
black sloppy water in the basement. 
A BRASS CANNON. 

‘*You might find a brass cannon in the base- 
ment,’’ said Jules Bienvenue, Newman's shop 
boy. ‘‘Thatwasmine. Tim knewlhadit. I 
was arrested on the 4th of July for firing it. 
It wasn't loaded and I didn’t have any powder 
about the store.’’ 

‘*Did you keep any powder or whisky about 
the store?’’ Hennessy asked him. 

‘‘No. We never had any powder or any 
whisky. Wenever had any coal oil or gaso- 
line in the basement—only in tanks on the first 
floor.’’ 

Several people leaned out of the second- 
story window of the butcher-shop, apparently 
heedless of the dangerthat the broken wall 
threatened; in fact, one of the officers stated 
that the young couple who had lived over the 
shop spent last nightin theirroom. Commis- 
sioner Kledus shouted tothe nan, who stood 
in the window, to get out of danger's way.

As more depth was gained the condition of 
the foundation wall between the two buildings 
became apparent. Commissioner Kledus ex- 
amined it and agreed in the generally ex- 
pressed opinion that the explosion had 
occurred on the southern side of 
the wall or in the basement of 
the building No. 9%. It became apparent 
that no satisfactory conciusion concerning the 
explosion could be arrived at until the cellar of 
No. 9 was cleared out, but the workon No, 7 
was continued.

About 11 o'clock Alex Boyle, the man who 
was tohave occupied the first floor and cellar 
of No. 9, appeared on the scene of the wreck.

THE TRAGEDIAN AROUSES ENTHUSIASM IN 
HIS FAVORITE ROLE. 


Remarks That Relate More to the Audience 
Than the Actor—The Spell of a Great 
Creation—Points About the Performance 
—Production of ‘‘The Wife” at the Ly- 
ceum Theater—Augustin Daly Produces a 
New Comedy From the German—Amuse- 
ment Notes. 


Last night was Mr. Booth’son night. If he 
saved himselfas Brutus it was apparently to 
exert: himself as Hamlet. He seemed to give 
itat times even more vigorous action than Is 
his wont, as if to prove conclusively that there 
was yet plenty of life inthe greatest Hamlet. 
There were some fine flashes in his effort last 
evening, and there was plenty of enthusiasm 
over them. 

Perhaps Mr. Booth has his acting moods. 
Perhaps hia liking for the part affects his 
work, or perhaps the elder and the greater 
| actor, where comparison is easy, tempers the 
| flame of his genius to the light of his asso- 
| clate. 

However this may be, it was of slight inter- 
est to the large audience that filled the Olym- 
plo last night. They only recognized one 
thing—that they bad before them Mr. Booth, 


them the best that wasin him. What that best 
isthose who are familiar with himcan tell 
when they can find words toexpress it. Others 
wight talk of what had been or what might be, 


felt the touch of that master hand which 


and moved the long, quiet p ols with the 
breath blowing fresh and perfumed trom the

poet’s thought; lighting the shudows of the 
human heart. They only saw through eyes 
that looked intothe darkness of nature’s se- 
crets and followed the guide who led them 
with sure footsteps into the valleys and over 
the heights of man’s experience. 

You and land all ofus were under the spell. 
Who could sitin that immense throng and see 
the kindling eyes and flushing cheeks, hear 
the involuntary sighs and the unconscious 
clasping of hands and not feel that there was 
an unusual power emanating from the stage as 
potent asif it were a visibie and irresistible 
lever. Of whatuse is itto take a mental mi- 
croscope and search out flaws in this work of 
art? Here was undoubtedly a line that might 
have been more forceful, therea bit of business 
that might have given more point to the words 
and clearer meaning to a thought; 
more vigor would have improved this 
place and less action might have been 
more effective at another. Some of the 
younger actors can give Mr. Booth points in 
the way of progressinthe study of Hamlet 
and in the way of business, and certainiy in 
the way of illustrative production and per- 
formance, yet none of them reach the form 
and siature of his Hamlet, nor give it that ex 
quisite touch of poetic speculution which 
puts itonthe border land of buman attain- 
ment, and invests it with a fascinating in- 
terest to all philosophic minds. Mr. Booth 
draws a dark picture undoubtedly, and the 
light of it isalways lurid. ‘There is not a 
smile that-is not cynical and not one ripple of 
laughter that is not tinged with sadness or 
satire. 

Of what use isittotake an opera-glass and 
pick outthe wrinkles or the gray hairs of the 
actor? They have nothing to do with his art. 
Any one with any kind of glass can find 
wrinkles and gray hairs, but it takes a better 
giass than an optician can fashion to look 
through the marks of time and discover the 
marks of immortality, to see the ever-youth- 
fulface of genius and the curling locks of in- 
vigorating inspiration. - This is a better occu- 
pution and brings rich returns to those who 
pursue it, It is commended to carping people. 

There is one thing that would be fitting and 
thatevery lover of the drama would like to 
see. Thisistosee the Hamlet of Mr. Booth 
mounted as the play which has given him one 
of his best, if not his best, roles mounted as it 
should be. Itis doubtful if Mr. Booth will 
much longer care to undergo the discom- 
forts of tfayel, and his rewards of recent 
years have been great enough to give him 
an ample fortune, so that he will be 
under no necessity to work. It would have 
been aneminently graceful and proper thing 
to have given the play such asetting as art 
could furnish and suchacast as the stage 
could give. Nothing could have been more 
uppreciated nor could have left a pleasanter 
memory ofthe actor. Still Mr. booth and Mr. 
Barrett seemtothink that net receipts are 
worth more than compliments or fine im- 
pressions, but the fame of the foremost trage- 
dians would have won by it. 

Of Mr. Barrett’s Laertes it can only be said 
that he treated it quietiy and artistically and 
without any effort to give the part more 
prominence than it holdsin the play. He 
could have chosen a role which would have 
given him better opportunity, but for some 
reason he did not do se, WMerbaps he recog. 
nizedthe factthat it was Booth’s night and 
acted upon it. 

The company it is plain, ata couple of 
hearings, is not whatshould be associated 
with two such starsinsuch atour as they are 
inaking. Mr. Barrett isa skillful instructor 
and disciplinarian, and out of indifferent ma- 
terials has developed the best that can be ob- 
tained, but the consequence is vapid and neg- 
utive.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS,

AN ENGLISH RULING FOLLOWED IN A 
VEXED QUESTION OF INTEREST. 


Juige Barclay Reverses a Referee in an 
Important Matter—Divoree Cases Dis- 
missed To-Day—Trials Before Juries 
Under the Dome—New Suits Filed and 
Features of Litigation Before the Circuit 
Judges. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision of 
Importance as interpreting the law on the 
question of interest for penalty of bond. The 
case was that of Goetz against Piel, 
and the Court overrules the referee 
in his finding as to one item. 
It was an action to recover damages of the de- 
fendantand his sureties for breach of a bond 
with a collateral condition. The condition 
was for a faithful accounting by the defendant 
for any sums due to the plaintiff. It was 
claimed that in such case the judgmont may 
exceed the penalty of the bond to the 
extent of interest thereon from the date of 
suit where the actual damages proved exceed 
the amount of such penalty and Interest. 

The courts of last resort are In conflict on this 
subject. The question turns upon the proper 
construction of section 570, Revised Statutes, 
which provides that the judgment shall 
be for the penalty of the bond 
and for costs. 


But for this express provision it is probable 
that under the statate concerning interest 
judgment might be rendered for the amount of 
the penalty with interest. The statute is 
taken from an old English one, and when 
adopted in Missouri in 1838 had already re- 
ceived a construction in England limiting re- 


| covery to the penalty. 


When it was adopted it Is presumed that it 
was adopted with the construction of the 
country irom which it came. The a is 
the limit of liability and of the judgment. The 
exceptions to the finding ot the referee on that 
point are sustained.

American style of riding in a sharp brush 
across the inost difficult country. 
Neither Bill nor Red Shirt had ever 
ridden across English country before, and in 
all of their riding had déne very little jump- 
ing. They came to the meet and accepted 
mounts from Mr. Swindell. The horses fur- 
nished them were strange to saddies and the 
saddles were English. Neither one had been 
in an English saddie before. They examined 
the curb and light snaffie carefully before 
mounting. When both were seated in their 
saddies they immediutely called out for the 
stirrups to be lengthened, so they could ride 
with straight legs, Red Shirt wore his chief's 
dress. Broncho Bill had on his rough camp 
suit. The Englishmen were, of course, In full 
hunting pink. Mr. Swindell addressed Broncho 
Bill before setting oat: 

‘*There is hardly a man here but what be- 
lleves you will come to grief. You are to try 
a new kind of riding, and I hope you will do 
your country credit.’’ 

Broncho Bill said that he made up his mind 
that no Englishman could get ahead of him in 
that huntif he broke his neck. The country 
run was ten miles. Bill and Red Shirt were 
furnished with two changes of horses in the 
run. The track was directly across a hard 
stretch of country. There were a great num- 
ber of hedges, stiff fences and ditches. 
Broncho Bill says that ne had never jumped a 
fence before in his life. He declares that he 
felt very yueer rising to the first one, but 
that after he had been over one or two 
did not mind it. At the first fence 
six of his English competitors went 
down, and from there on Red §8Shirt 
and Billled the whole crowd. Red Shirt was 
filled with excitement. He yelled and dashed 
at the fences ablaze with excitement as if he 
were charging. The master of hounds had to 
call to him not to run down the hounds. They 
kept close to the tails ofthe dogs until the fox 
escaped by a narrow stretch of sixty feet into 
his hole. Mr. Swindell himself was the only 
Englishman who was near him atthe close. 
The representatives of the Wild West received 
warm congratulations afterwards for their 
brilliant riding. They jumped over every ob- 
stacle, not omitting one. Mr. Swindell en- 
couraged them all turough the ride by telling 
them not to spare the horses; that he had 
twenty-five more left, and appeared to take a 
pride in their victery, as if he had been an 
American. He said he would have given £500 
if they had gotten the fox.

THE QUEEN’S ANNOUNCEMENT OF A ROYAL 
BIRTH IN SCOTLAND. 


Princess Beatrive’s Children Not Royal Per- 
sonages— Princess Louise’s LUlness —

LonDoN, November 2 (Copyright, 1887]. — 
It is all vastly fine for the Queen 
to announce the acconuchement of the 
Princess Beatrice in the Gazette, and for 
her to communicate the interesting circum- 
stance to the Lora Mayor of London, and to 
inform the public that this infant is the first 
member of the royal family that has been born 
in Scotland for more than two hundred years. 
The last was the ill-fated King Charles I. But 
the fact remains that the children of the 
Princess Beatrice are in reality no more royal 
personages than John Brown. The Princess 
Beatrice’s marriage was morganatic, ‘as was 
that of Princess Louise, and her children are 
not born royal and nothing that the Queen can 
do willever make them so. Of course 80 long 
as the Queen lives things will go on 
smoothly enough with the Battenbergs. But 
in the future reign their anomalous position 
at court would be exceedingly unpleasant, 
and bad as things would be forthem in En- 
land it would be far worse at Berlin, Vienna, 
or St. Petersburg. The children of the Prin- 
cess Beatrice can not marry into any of the 
royal families of Europe, and the Queen acts 
neither kindly nor judiciously in making so 
much elaborate fuss about her youngest 
daughter and her family, as when they find 
themselves reduced to their proper level the 
fall will be all the more severely feit in con- 
trast to their present preposterous exaltation. 
The christening of the Princess Beatrice’s in- 
fantdaughter isto take place in the private 
chapel at Windsor Castie during the first week 
in next month, and Prince Alexander of Hesse 
is coming over from Darmstadt for the cere- 
mony. 

PRINCESS LOUISE’S ILLNESS. 

Some uneasiness has been excited by the 
news that the Princess Louise of Wales has 
been attacked by measles and that she has 
been in a very unsatisfactory state of health 
for some time past.

MAGOOGIN AT THE THEATER, 


He Sees Edwin Booth and Lawrence Barrett 
Do Up ‘‘Julius Cmwsar’’ at the Olympic. 


I went to see Ed Booth an4é Larry Barrett act 
outon the staging at the Olympic Theater Mon- 
day night. They waylaid ‘‘Julius Cwesar’’ and 
knocked nine kindsof sawdust out of it in 
six acts, to the immense delight of a highly 
talented audience. 

If Frank Shakespeare or Will Bacon could 
have seen the tragedy as it looked at the close 


of the sixtb act, when it was about to be re- 
moved to the Morgue, I donot think either 
or both ofthem would have been able to iden- 
tify the remains. 
twas ashapeless mass of mush and mob, 

with a small but well-defined piece of rant 
sticking upthrough the apex of the heap, and 
from four to six feetof heavy disappointment 
woven into a lambent fog above its form. 

Somebody told me on my way to the scene 
of the histrionic sandbagging that the whole 
thing was going to bea hippodrome, that Ed 
and Larry weren't acting for blood at all, but 
for the $2.50 per caput that wouid be tound in 
the gate receipts. 

Naturally this caused me to enter the Thes- 
pian temple ina comparatively serene frame 
of mind. I may as well plainly say that I was 
wholly unprepured for the cruel work that 
followed. 

I expected, of course, to witness Cmwsar 
being jabbed ‘through the vitals at the base of 
Pompeil’s pillar and to see M. Antony hold up 
his employer’s gore-embroidered cioak and 
pointing to an imperceptible hole concealed 
somewhere amoung the technique of the ma- 
terial, say— 

‘*See whata rent the envious Casca pays.’’ 

But it considerably shattered my frame of 
mind and letslipthe dogs of havoc through 
my nervous system to find from 80 to 150 able- 
bodied and slide-whistle-lunged actors stand- 
ing a ve nerable and well-beloved play like 
‘‘Julius Cwsar’’ up against the rear wall of 
the Olympic Theater and ruthlessly hammer- 
ing the everlasting life out of it. 

I suppose the news of this ontrage will get 
to the ears of the police some time next 
month, for there were two langourous-looking 
gentiemen in blue coats and blue-black hel- 
mets, with evening stars on their left breasts, 
leaning out ofthe foyer during the perforin- 
ance and permitting their red mustaches to 
mingle with the other hues of the auditorium. 

If Constable Murphy had been there to serve 
a writ of attachment and rescue the play from 
the hands of the heartless piaysters, I firmly 
believe that he could have sworn every Man and 
woman in the house intw a posse comitatus and 
led them over the footlights and through the 
underbrush of supers and scenery to the giad 
work of rescue. 

But after the company got through with 
Julius Ido notthink himself and his crown 
and hisred cloak and otherchattelsand effects, 
including the Ignatius Donnelly copyright, 
would bring a whole $2.50 at a constable’s sale 
in frontof theeast wing of Justice McCafferey’s 
court-house., 

Most of the disappointment, it may as well 
be said, was distributed inthe gallery among 
people who thought that if J. Cwsar had a 
dog written into the play to jump at a red flan-

under Brutus’ chin, which dog 
be followed up by another dog com- 
posed of similar ingredients as the fir-t, who 
would tackie a blue-flannel sachet waving 
immediately beneath Cassius’ galways, sev-

longed to a point which would permit him to 


appear in a glowof red fire in a magnificent 


Zo0zo transformation scene at the close of the 
performance. 

Several sticklers for realism were seen to 
leave the auditorium at the end of the first 
act, because the ‘‘lean and bungry Casius’’ 
of the cast had a double chin and an arm on 
him like a cannon-ball jugwler. 

One of these unreasonable kickers went to 
Mr. P. Short, the business manager of the 
theater, and made a suggestion that was worth 
its size in siedlitz powders. 

Hesuid it would be a good idea to provide 
weights for Cassius and to make him reduce 
himself after the manner of jockeys who diet 
themselves on Dovers powders and castor 
oil. No actor should be allowed to mount the 
role of Cassius at a heavier weight than 
binety-eight pounds and any suspicion of bay- 
windowness in his waistband should be re- 
moved by severe and persistent condensation 
of the same in the foldsof a constricting 
trunkstrap. 

Mr. Short said he would convey the kicker’s 
suggestion to the management of the Booth- 
Barrett avgrevation, and not until then did the 
gentleman consent to return to the $2.50 seat 
which he had vacatedin the parquet and sit 
out the rest of the performance. 

The Shakspeare society of Alton, at whose

Pastor. 

The whole society agreed with mein saying 
thatthe crying need and long-felt want of the 
#0-called legitimate drama was a little re-edit- 
ing by a competent comic song writer orjoke- 
maker, and that a dash of beautiful self-re- 
vealed chorus-girls and a sprinkling of red- 
nosed and red-wigged comedians would go far 
toward saving ‘‘Julius Cm@sar,’’ ‘‘Macbeth,’’ 
‘*Hamilet,’’ ‘‘King Lear,’’ et id genus, etc., 
from the oblivion and empty benches that 
now seemto threaten thein—when they are 
played at popular prices. 

I don’t know exactly what selection the 
Shakspeare Society of Alton were hankering 
after, but my mind alw ays runs tothe fitness 
of things on occasions of this kind, and as the 
Baconiun theuvry is now uppermostiu the in- 
tellects of the scholars of this country my 
opinion points to the tremendous and renewed 
success of the Shakspearcan team now doing 
theirturn at the Olympic, if they will only 
emerye from the sumber seriousness of their 
roles, now and then, and, assuming the airy 
activity of the merry minstrel, shake us out 
something apropos like nee

METHODS EMPLOYED BY THEM FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF DEBTS. 


A Bout With a Chicago Tragedian—Levying 
on a Red-Hot Steve—Constable Murphy 
Jumps Through a Closed Window—Con- 
stable Manly Tears a Door Off Its Hinges 
—An Incident With a Man From Indian 
Territory—Reminiscenses of Drake and 
Ryan—lInteresting Stories About Consta- 
bles Generally. 


The methods employed by Constable Mur 
phy for the collection of a debt at the Olympic 
Theater Saturday night are a very good indica- 
tion of the extent to which officers of this class 
will go when they desire to levy under an exe- 
cution and find the operation a somewhat dif- 
ficult one.

prominently in many cases in which he de- 
cidedly got the better of his victims, however 
much the manner in which he accomplished 
his purposes is to be deplored (by the victim). 

It will not be forgotten how afew weeks ago 
Murphy and Constable Manly of Justice Mc- 
Caffery’s court found themselves together on 
astreet car bound for the storeof a notion 
dealer named Butler in the West End, against 
whom both had bills to collect. It was a ques- 
tion of life and death as to which should get 
to the store and inside of it first. Both men 
jumped from the car together and reached the 
house simultaneously. 

Lo! the door was locked. 

Murphy took in the situation at a glance and 
bolted bodily through the window, carrying 
giass, frame and all with him. Once inside he 
was safe and immediately levied on the goods. 

It wassometime agothat Murphy attached 
the box receipts and chattels of Tragedian 
Miln,who was playing to empty bencnes at 
Pope's Theater The incident, which was 
Amusing, Was at the time of its occurrence 
printed in full in the PosT-DISPATCH. Mur- 
phy and two deputies called at the theater on 
the last night of Mr. Miln’sappearance, but he 
found it rather a difficult proceeding to get 
inside the box office, and this was his objec- 
tive point. He therefore stepped up, paid 
the admission fee and when once inside the 
h use the entrance was easy. He stepped in- 
side, took possession and quieted 
the box-office mun by a generous display 
ofrevolvers. While this was goingon in front 
one of his deputies was ‘‘working’’ the stage 
end of the house, and his proceedings there 
excited the ire of the reverend actor, who was 

laying ‘‘Hamlet’’ on the evening in question. 
Phe deputy insisted thatthe show should not 
goon, and Mr. Miln argued from a lHametri- 
cally opposite standpoint. ln the 
scrimmage which followed the deputy 
and Mr. Miin had a personal. dis 
cussion, of which the chief factors were

and the constable’s stick and revolver. About 
the liveliest scene in the history of the theater 
was enacted there thatevening fore and aft, 
but fortunately the trouble was adjusted with- 
out the loss of blood eitheronthe part of the 
constable, his deputies or the Chicago trage- 
dian. 

Of recent date also is Murphy’s adventure 
with Mr. Barron of the City Comptroller's of- 
fice inthe city treasury. Murphy had a Dill 
against Mr. Barron, wuom he had watched for 
some weeks. 

When the first ofthe month arrived (it was 
inJuly or August last) the constable hied 
himself to the municipal barn and located 
himself at.a convenient distance from the 
desk ut which the emploves of the city were 
being paid off. Although he had been stand- 
ing there since the opening of the office at 8 
a, m. he was not rewarded for his patience 
until the noon hour, when Mr. Barron called 
for his monthly stipend. Just as he was about 
to take it the constable stepped up and grab- 
bing the roll of bills remarked: 

‘‘Held ona minute, this belongs to me,’ 
and attached the money. 

Constable Manly once had 
againsta peddler on North- Seventh street, 
which he found it rather hard to levy 
under. He watched the peddler for days at a 
stretch, but was never able to find anythingon 
which to lay his hands. One night, however, 
be dropped in upon him suddenly, 
where he was smoking and <drinking 
witha number of tellow-peddlers. In one 
corner of the room was the pack of Manly’s 
man, and hanging onthe wall was an over- 
cont, his property, too, On these Manly 
levied without deluy, buta free fight ensued, 
in the course of which the peddler made away 
safely with his bundle. Manly took the over- 
coat und departed, swearing at inyself for hav- 
ing allowed the bundle to escape his clutches 
He stood a while on the corner of Franklin 
avenue think:ng what a ‘‘chuimp’’ he had been 
when suddenly he saw the peddier coming up 
the street. 

When he arrived Manly placed him under 
arrest onacharge of stealing the pack, and 
the peddler was taken tothe Third District 
Station. On the way a friend was picked up 
tou go bond. Manly’s objectin arresting the 
man wusto getan opportunity of levying on 
his pocketbook and watch, which would be 
taken from him at the station. This the ped- 
dler was sharp enough to see, and, instead of 
allowing himself to be searched, by a quick 
movement be passed his wallet over to his 
friend.

The pocketbook was opened and in it was 
$83. The bondsman claimed $80 of it. Manly 
then agreed to take the bundle and the coat. 
The bundie was then produced and turned 
over to the constable, the bondsman kept the 
pocketbook and the poor peddler found him- 
self beaten out of his stock, his capital and his 
raiment.

THE DEADLY WEAPON THAT KILLED MRS. 
MARY MARTIN. 


Death at the Hospital To-Day of a Woman 
Who Was Injured Three Weeks Ago— 
A Sad Scene in Jail—The Prisoner’s 
Little Children Playing at Her Feet in 
Her Cell—A Terrible Case and a Tem- 
perance Lecture. 


The death of Mrs. Mary Martin at the City 
Hospital last night, was sincerely regretted at 
the Four Courts to-day. It was not sorrow for 
her norfor the woman who is held for killing 
her, but for the children ofthe latter. Mrs. 
Mary Cavanaugh is the woman who is held re- 
sponsible for her death. At the time Mary 
Martin was hurt nothing wasthought of the 
affair. It was believed to be only a trivial as- 
sault and she herself paid no attention to it, 
and told the police she wanted 
no arrests made. She and Mrs. 
Cavanaugh occupied adjoining rooms at No. 
1313 Pine streetin the rear. Neither women 
bore an enviable reputation, and both had fre- 
quently been before Judge Cady for being 
drunk. Their neighbors state that they had 
queer rackets there and kept the ‘‘growler’’ 
onacontinuous rush, Both were widows, but 
men often participated in their carousals. 
Sunday morning, October 16, Mrs. Martin ap- 
pearsto bave been indulging somewhat too 
freely in drink, and it is also stated 
thst Mrs. Cavanaugh was in about the 
same condition. They got into A 
row in which Mrs. Martin was the principal 
sufferer. It was also said that a man named 
Harry Murrell, who was a frequent visitor at 
the Cavanaugh house, took a hand In the fight, 
but this was denied by Mrs. Martin. When 
the police came thers to inquire into the mat- 
ter, she ordered them out of the house, stat- 
ing that they had no right there without a 
warrant. She said there had been no trouble, 


Another woman and herself had been 
wrestling in fun and her head struck against 
the stove. She had received a little scalp- 
wound, but gotitina purely accidental man- 
ner and that was all there was tou it She even 
refused atthat time to give the name of the 
woman with whom she had been wrestling. 
NO ARRESTS 

were made and no further attention was paid 
to the matter by the police until on the 25th of 
the month Officer Warren found Mrs. Martin 
pe sick and had her removed tothe City 

[ospital. A few days later she was reported 
in a dying condition, and Officers Zeigler 
and McGuire then arrested Mrs. Cava- 
naugh and Harry Murrell. Rumor tben 
hud it that the woman had beeen at- 
tucked by both of them on the morning 
ofthe 16th and that the scalp wound from 
which she was suffering had been inflicted 

with a peker. Mrs. Cavanaugh admitted 
navies 1ad)6=—sotrouble with Mrs. Martin 
on the date stated. She said that 
Mrs. Martin was very much  intoxi- 
cated and entered her house and quarreled 
with her. Firstthe woman broke her dishes 
and then she picked up a kettle of hot water 
to scald her. Atthis stage ofthe proceedings 
she picked upalittie tin bucket and struck 
Mrs. Martin over the head with § it. 
Murrell took no hand in the assault 
at all, except to separate them, 
Murrell told substantially the sale 
story. Hesaidthe woman had attacked Mrs. 
Cavanaugh, who struck her with a little tin 
bucket In self-defense. The only thing he had 
todo with the fight was to separate them. 
Mra. Cavanaugh was heldonacharyge of dis- 
turbing the peace, and Murrell released. Both 
denied that any poker had been used in the as- 
sault. 

THE SAD FEATURE 
of the whole case is that Mre. Cavanaugh has 
two sinallchildren who are loc ked upin jail 
with her. Oneis alittle boy 2 years of age, 
and the other a baby of 9 montis. 
They are handsome children and 
neither of the little innocents 
hus the slightest ideaof the serious troubie 
thelr unfortunate mother is In. When are- 
vortercailed in the jail this morning to see 

Mrs. Cuvanaogh the babe was onher knee, 
jumping up giadly and reaching up ite little 
arins as though to catch some imaginary obh- 
ject in the air, 
ously abouton the tron walk of the second 
tier Of cella where his mother is locked, and 
was amusing himself playliug with a ovuple of 
colored wowen who were seated beside his 
mother. Mrs. Cavanaugh said the statement 
she had first made aboutthe affair was the 
true version of it, and that she had nothing 
further to add to it. 

‘This woman,’’ said she, ‘‘came into my 
house that day and commenced that quarre| 
with mé. She was drunk and broke all m 
diehes and called me and my little children ail 
sorts of names. Then she picked upa ket 


tle of boiling water from stove to scald us and | 


I hit her over the head with a little tin bucket. 
After that Il mursed her all the time, day and 
night, untilahe was taken to the City Hlos- 
pital. She dfank 6 or 70 cents’ worth 
of whisky every day from the 
time she wae hurt untilehe was taken away. 
If she has died it was from drink and not 
from the blow letruck her. While she was at 
her rooms Dr. Russeil Abel told her that tf she 
died it would be from drink and notfrom tne 
blow, and he gee coming to see her because 
she persisted drinking and getting drunk.

Beginning to Influence Wheat—Corn Dull—
